DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

The examiner notes the cancellation of claims 17-29 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claim I-9 and 1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Ware 
USPN 5,086,773. Figure 2 of Ware shows a housing 26 with wire24, seal member 22, 
terinal 27 and body (generally 32) on top. Figure 3 shows seals (54, 610 for two 
terminals 60, 65 and bore 52. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
Claims 10, 12-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Ware. 

Applicant differs in reciting well known electrical circuitry for pacer/defibrillators 
that would have been obvious inclusions in the Ware housing.
